For Credit Loans 


S P R IN G F IE L D (IPI—Illinois farm­ 
ers today celebrated a milestone 
in the field of farm financing. 
The Illinois 
Production Credit 
Assns., meeting here. observed the 
payment of the last of the federal 
funds which were used to set up 
the 
credit associations back in 
1933. 
The credit groups thus have be­ 
come entirely farmer-owned. 
A production credit association 
is 
a cooperative 
credit group, 
which makes livestock and general 
farm operating loans to farmers. 
The self-governing groups loan 
funds to their memberships. Most 
of the original capital in the 18 
associations in Illinois came from 
the federal government, to be re­ 
paid as the groups’ members could 
purchase stock. 
Government capital in the Illinois 
groups 
once 
totaled 
more 
than 
3.6 million dollars. 
Last of the 
government capital was replaced 
by farmer capital Dee. 31. 1954 
Illinois farmers borrowed more 
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than G4 million dollars from their 
associations in 1954, and loans to­ 
taling more than 46.5 million dol­ 
lars were paid off. 
Gov 
William G. Stratton wel­ 
comed the association members in 
a brief talk at the beginning of 
the celebration.
